A SPECIAL INQUIRY MADE. 



Alrxnndcr P. Ilntwn intervl." wt-d <>ii Thin 
Important Subject Just After Betnrn- 
!■( fr«m a Trip te Bnglaad— 'Be Pound 
■eventi SarprlslBc ITklase Abroad. 
Boston, Sert. 8.— Alexander P. Brown 
has just returned from England, where, 
as counsel for several English publishing 
honr<c>t. he ha.'i been making a special in- 
quiry into the working of the new inter- 
national copyright law. He found eome 
English pnbUshers dis p osed to complain 
of the provisions as to the Amencsn 
manufacture of American editions as l>e- 
ing a hardship) upon them, but he an- 
swered thto objection by pointing out 
that if the books were not worth the cost 
of protecting by copjrright all they had 
to do was to pubUso without eopyright 
as now. They also fully reooniized that 
the real reason why American printers 
instot upon the insertion of the so-called 
"manufacturing clause** in their new la a- 
w«« not much on aooonnt of what 
English publishers might do but largely 
because a custom was growing up 
among American onblishersof manufac- 
turing editions ox books by American 
authors in Great Britain which were in- 
tended for sale in the American market. 

"For instance,** said Mr. Brown, "if I 
am not mistaken the American edition 
of 'Sitos Lapham' was made from tyiie 
set in Edinburgh. I was surprised to 
learn that the practice of setting book 
type by machinery was becoming gen- 
eral in London ana that the coet of man- 
ufacturing book was for this reason con- 
siderably reduced. I was shown speci- 
mens of machine set books and the work 
certainly •eemed to me to be as well 
done as by hand. I also met a number 
of the leading mnsic pubUshers of Lon- 
don and found them, as a rule, much 
more attentive to the importance of 
American copvright protection of their 
goods than their brethren of the book 
trade appeared to be. I found that sev- 
eral off^ them had rather made or were 
then making arrangements for the es- 
tablishment of Amwican agencies and 
for the manufacture of the American 
edition of their goods in either New 
York or Boeton.**

A Belief Tbat the Is oa tfeo Kve ef a 

ulutiou. 

Galveston, Sept. 8.— A gentleman in- 
terested in railroad building in Mexico 
and connected with jetty works at Tam- 
pico very recently arrived at Qalveeton 
from that coimtxy, and in the course of 
an intervtow made some startling state- 
ments. "Mexico,*' said he, "to now on 
the verge of a revolution. During my 
stay in the republic I had a splendid 
chance to study its people and a large 
mimbsr <tf persons of the lower class of 
Mericans emploved. Many Mexicans 
■ ror eesed thenuelvee as grsatly dissatis- 
fied with the government and woold 
willingly rebel if there was any one to 
lead. The people are oppoeed to military 
law, and an outbreak might occur M 
any time. A large portion of the better 
gIms of Mexicans who are opposed to 
Dial's administration are droulating 
among the ignorant o1 asses and leading 
them to beUere that Dias to working in 
the interest of the United States 
government in grunting railroad fran- 
chise to corporations whose stockholdp 
en are oitisens of the United States. 

" Before leaving Tampioo I visited an 
eld French doctor, who has been an in- 
habitant qI Mexico for the past forty 
years, and he informed me that in case 
of an uprising I had better leave, as the 
feeling against Americans, andeepecially 
citizens of Texas, to very bitter. Jn 
talking over the situation, ne said that 
the prospecta for a revolution had n«tt 
looked so ripe for many years. The nic- 
cess of the ChiUian insurgenta over B.^- 
maceda had given the Mexicans great 
hope, and many believe the Dias govern- 
ment can be overthrown in the same 
manner. Thto to the true situation, 
without any prejudice to either party."

Kentucky Weather and Crops. 
Following is the weekly crop bulletin 
of the Kentucky Weather Service in co- 
operation with the United States Weather 
Bureau for tlte week ending September 
" The weather conditions of the past 
week have been characterised by a con- 
siderable deiit iency in temperature, an 
excessive rainfall and a nearly normal 
amotmt of sunshine. The general 6flbet 
wa." licii('tl( ial to all crops, though the 
weather was too <:ool for tobacco. Enough 
of rain has fallen for the present needs. 
All reports iiiilicatc tliat the corn croi) 
will be an enormous one. Kurly-planted 
tobacco is being cut and housed. The 
late crop is doing fairly well, and with 
I'avorablc wcalht^r conditions will jirob- 
ably be better than was anticipated. 
Much of it will be very late, owing to set- 
backs received early in the season. This 
will, of course, expose it more than usual 
to damage from early frosts. Potatoes 
and late fruits are reported to be tbund- 
ant ami of fine <|iiality. FMttvei $Xe in 
excellent condition."
